After these pro- 
mises are made then the government 
immediately forgets all about them, 
thinking that the farmers will be sat- 
isfied If any other business in any 
one year loses $1,000.00 out of every 
$1,200.00 invested, it immediately is 
closed and put through bankruptcy. 
The farmers of Alberta sustained this 
amount of loss last year and will lose 
more heavily this year I am say- 
ing this from actual personal experi- 
ence and from first-hand information 
I have read the statements made by 
President Beatty of the C.P.R., and 
also by the premier that prosperity is 
at our door, but I am certain that they

I am certain that if the farmers 


| figure out their financial position In 


a businesslike way then from 75° to 
90% of them are bankrupt and 
should follow this course in order to 
themselves during their 
lives. 1 hope that our financial in- 
stitutions, the Provincial and Domin- 
ion Governments and their expert 
advisers will see fit to consider the 
matters referred to in this letter and 
will devote themselves to bringing 
about proper solution, The farmers 
of the Gountry require more than in- 
definite promises of improved con 
ditions. Neither the financiers nor the 
Governments have given the farmers 
of the country the full facts as they 
are and have continued to deceive the 
farmers into believing that prosperity 
was just at hand There can be no 
prosperity in the country until the 
farmers are relieved of the tremen- 
dous debits which have been incurred 

At the present time and in order 
to assist the farmers in harvesting 
this year’s crop so that they may have 
even enough on which to exist, the 
Provincial Government should extend 
a 45 or 60 day credit to all farmers 
to enable them to buy their twine for 
harvesting and pay for their fuel and 
other threshing expenses. If this |e 
not done then a great deal of the crop 
will never be harvested and the cost 
of direct relief to the farmers during 
the next six months will be greater 
than any loss that the Government 
would sustain in granting this extend 
ed credit
